Tho Committee to elTnruino and I’c- 
pert upon the practical utility ot tho 
“Dills rilling and plowing attach- 
ment,” after a thorougli test in the 
held w'ith some lliree dili’erent plow?, 
rcsjiectfully submit tho toilowing re- 
porl: 

That they .are of the opinion that 
it is a labor saving invention, and that 
tho plowing done Avith the “altach- 
meat'’ w;is ot a snperior character, 
far excelling the work done in the or- 
dinary manner. 

Tli.at there was no perceptible in- 
crease in tho draft ot the plow when 
working with the attachment, on tho 
contrary, wo think t.'iat trom tiio 
great steadiness with which the plow 
is held, tho regularity in the depth of 
the plowing, the uniformity in tho 
width ot the furrow slice, tends to 
lessen rather than increase the 
draft. 

We believe that .any boy who can 
ride and guide a team can do more 
plowing in a day than c.3u be done by 
a man in the ordinary w*ay, and do it 
better. 

While wo regard the riding part a 
success, we are of tho opinion that it 
increa.ses the draft, yet on trial wo 
found that two horses did the work, 
one of the Committee weighing I'A) 
pounds riding the plow culling lour 
inches deeji, in a field clear ol ob- 
structions, and for a man too old or 
from other causes incompetent to fol- 
low the plow, wo would rcg.anl it as 
invaluable. 

In conclusion, yonr Committee 
with gre.at confidenca in its practical 
untilitv cannot commend it too high- 
ly to the fanners of the county.
